When  Dr.  C.  C.  Coleman  had  his 
first  patient  with  a  three-vertebrae 
neck  fracture,  I  had  the  flu.  On  my 
return  to  duty,  the  nurse  on  the  case

was  removed,  and  I,  the  eighth  nurse, 
was  put  on  it. 

An  order  was  given  to  turn  the 
patient,  and  I  planned  to  carry  it  out  in 
the  early  afternoon  when  we  had  plenty 
of  help.  Five  minutes  before  we 
planned  to  start,  Doctor  Coleman's  as- 
sistant walked  in  and  took  his  stand 
against  the  side  wall.  I  asked  him  if  he 
would  turn  her  head  and  shoulders,  and 
he  said  no,  but  he  would  help  other- 
wise if  needed,  which  he  did. 

All  ready,  everything  set,  I  turned 
her  head  and  shoulders;  the  doctor, 
the  body;  the  student  nurse,  the  thighs 
and  knees;  and  the  orderly,  her  feet. 
When  we  finished  Doctor  Coleman's 
assistant  walked  outside  the  room.  He 
told  me  his  business  there  had  been  to 
see  how  it  could  be  done.  He  had  not 
been  able  to  figure  how.  I  asked  him 
if  it  had  been  alright.  He  said,  "Yes, 
a  very  fine  job." 

In  the  forties,  I  nursed  a  patient  with 
a  five-lumbar  vertebrae  fracture  who 
even  fooled  Doctor  Coleman  with  the 
recovery  he  made.  He  could  walk  with 
two  walking  sticks.  He  had  been  a 
window  washer  who  had  fallen  from 
the  third  story,  rear  window  of  the 
Virginia  building,  and  hung  himself  on 
the  fence  around  the  Second  Presby- 
terian Church  property.

As  I  now  look  back  in  retrospect  to 
fifty  years  ago  at  MCV,  the  one 
memory  that  impresses  me  most  hap- 
pens to  be  the  high  type  of  men  who 
represented  the  pharmacy  faculty. 

Mr.  A.  Bolenbaugh,  dean  of  the 
school  and  professor  of  pharmacy,  was 
able,  dedicated  to  his  profession,  and 
one  of  the  finest  characters  I  have 
ever  known.  There  was  never  a  mo- 
ment when  he  seemed  not  to  be  at  his 
best  as  teacher  and  friend.  Under  his 
teaching,  I  learned  much  more  about 
the  use  of  dentrifices  in  two  years 
studying  pharmacy,  than  was  possible 
during  four  years  in  dental  school  and 
since  from  the  dental  profession,  in 
forty-three  years  of  general  practice. 
It  was  his  purpose  to  reveal  to  the 
public  the  harmful  effects  of  all  oral 
preparations  as  well  as  the  good 
qualities,  something  the  dental  school 
did  not  do  while  I  was  in  attendance. 

Mr.  Wortley  F.  Rudd,  professor  of 
chemistry,  was  outstanding  in  his  work 
and  well-remembered  by  all  who  knew 
him  as  a  teacher.  I  found  it  such  a 
pleasure  to  work  with  him  that  I  ac- 
cepted the  position  as  his  assistant  for 
the  year  1916-17.  I  also  like  to  think 
of  him  as  the  one  who  really  discovered 
Mr.  Smith,  who  is  now  the  well-known 
president  of  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia. 

Space  does  not  permit  a  description 
of  other  members  of  the  faculty  except 
to  say  Dr.  E.  C.  L.  Miller,  professor 
of  bacteriology  and  physiology,  was 
able,  dedicated,  and  thorough  in  all  his 
work. 

Those  two  years  in  pharmacy  school

I  interned  at  Johnston-Willis  Hospi- 
tal, then  joined  the  Navy  Medical 
Corps.  In  1940  I  was  ordered  from  the 
Naval  Hospital,  Philadelphia,  to  the 
Fourth  Defense  Battalion,  F.M.F., 
then  forming  at  Parris  Island,  South 
Carolina.  The  Battalion  was  ordered  to 
Guantanamo  Bay,  Cuba,  and  then  in 
October,  1941,  to  Pearl  Harbor,  where 
the  Battalion  moved  into  camp  about 
December  1,  1941.  On  December  7, 
1941,  the  Japanese  arrived  and  bombed 
all  air  facilities  and  ships. 

I  was  holding  sick  call  and  a  Marine 
came  in,  with  a  shallow  gash  across 
one  temple.  He  said,  "I  think  some- 
body is  throwing  stuff  around  here." 
Asked  why,  he  replied,  "I  don't  know, 
but  a  hole  came  in  my  tent  and  this  hit 
me."  He  had  a  piece  of  shrapnel  in  his 
hand.  A  few  more  inches  and  he'd 
have  been  minus  a  head.  Shrapnel 
was  falling  all  over  the  camp.  This 
came  from  three-  and  five-inch  anti- 
aircraft fire  at  Pearl  Harbor,  about 
five  miles  from  the  camp.  After  this 
attack,  our  fleet  was  rather  on  the 
minus  side.  A  sight  I  shall  never  forget.

Doctor  Alexander  entered  the  Medi-

My  internship  was  interrupted  by 
my  enlistment  in  the  United  States 
Army  in  the  Andrews  North  Carolina 
Troop  at  Andrews,  North  Carolina, 
in  April,  1917.  At  the  same  time  I 
applied  for  a  commission  in  the  Medi- 
cal Corps  of  the  Army.  My  commis- 
sion as  a  first  lieutenant  came  through 
that  June  as  well  as  orders  to  report  to 
the  base  hospital  at  Charlotte,  North 
Carolina,  in  August,  1917.  I  was 
elevated  to  captain  in  1918  and  re- 
mained at  Camp  Greene  Base  Hospital 
until  August  of  that  year  when  I  was 
ordered  to  New  York  for  overseas 
duty.

I  returned  to  Sylva,  North  Carolina, 
my  home  town,  and  started  practice  in 
January,  1920.  This  practice  was  con- 
tinued until  Thanksgiving  day,  1963, 
when  I  decided  I  had  had  enough  and 
retired.  Most  every  summer  I  took 
post-graduate  work  for  two  weeks  in 
one  of  the  larger  cities.

In  December, 
1941,  when  World  War  II  was  de- 
clared, many  doctors  were  called  into 
service  and  the  few  of  us  left  were 
overburdened. 

After  my  second  coronary  in  1948, 
I  decided  I  wanted  to  live,  so  I  re- 
tired.  I  only  wish  I  could  still  practice.

School  of  Medicine 

Realizing  that  the  education  of  a 
physician  must  be  an  unceasing  ex- 
perience without  significant  interrup- 
tions, the  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
instituted  an  affiliated  hospital  pro- 
gram in  December,  1945,  under  the 
guidance  of  President  W.  T.  Sanger. 
This  was  the  beginning  of  a  continuing 
education  program  designed  to  bring 
medical  knowledge  and  techniques  to 
the  crossroads  so  that  practitioners  in 
the  thinly-populated  areas  of  the  state 
would  be  instructed  and  kept  abreast 
of  significant  advances  in  the  theory 
and  practice  of  medicine.  This  was  a 
pilot  program  financed  by  the  Com- 
monwealth Fund  of  New  York  and  di- 
rected originally  by  Drs.  J.  B.  Baker 
and  Charles  M.  Caravati.  Monthly 
visits  were  made  by  MCV  faculty 
members  to  four  hospitals  at  which 
informal  discussions  of  interesting 
cases,  ward  rounds,  and  other  non- 
didactic  exercises  were  conducted. 

This  experimental  program  was 
really  the  beginning  of  a  comprehensive 
postgraduate  effort  which  has  ex- 
panded and  developed  under  the  di- 
rection of  Dr.  Kinloch  Nelson  (from 
1948  to  1965)  to  the  stage  that  the 
need  for  a  more  detailed  and  coherent 
system  of  instruction  was  apparent. 
Therefore,  on  January  1,  1966,  Dr. 
Charles  M.  Caravati  was  appointed  a 
geographic  full-time  director  of  con- 
tinuing education. 

A  medical  school  has  three  major 
responsibilities:  (1)  education  of  the 
student,  (2)  training  of  the  housestaff, 
and  (3)  continuing  education  of  the 
graduate  from  the  time  of  the  termina- 
tion of  his  training  period  until  he  is 
no  longer  in  active  practice.  Our  de- 
partment is  chiefly  concerned  with  the 
latter. 

With  this  in  mind,  the  continuing 
education  department  is  attempting  to 
provide  a  suitable  environment  and 
stimulation  for  continuing  learning 
through  effective  instruction  to  the 
practicing  physician  and  to  personnel 
in  all  the  health  sciences  throughout 
the  state. 

We  shall  attempt  to  mold  the 
character  of  our  program  so  as  to  pre- 
serve and  increase  professional  com- 
petence   and    impart    new    knowledge

and  skills  as  rapidly  as  possible.  To 
this  end,  we  are  aiming  at  a  program 
which  will  present  instruction  in  a 
practical  manner,  realizing  we  must 
conserve  the  physician's  time  while 
offering  him  needed  information  at- 
tractively and  effectively.  The  busy 
practitioner  in  remote  areas  finds  it 
difficult  to  keep  abreast  of  the  rapid 
advances  which  he  must  know  in  order 
to  deliver  quality  medical  care.  There- 
fore, we  are  utilizing  new  techniques 
and  media  such  as  television,  radio, 
publications,  faculty  visits  to  com- 
munity hospitals  and/or  health  centers, 
etc.,  at  regular  intervals  at  a  time 
thought  to  be  most  convenient  for  the 
recipients. 

We  are  cooperating  with  existing 
agencies,  especially  the  medical  school 
of  the  University  of  Virginia,  State 
medical  societies,  and  other  medical 
and  paramedical  groups.  We  are  as- 
sisting them  in  planning  and  executing 
desirable  systems  of  instruction  as  well 
as  expanding  their  present  educational 
activities. 

In  short,  the  aim  of  our  department 
is  to  furnish  to  the  graduate  the  nec- 
essary information  in  a  practical  man- 
ner from  the  time  of  the  termination 
of  his  training  until  he  no  longer  is  in 
active  practice.  He  can  then  deliver 
quality  medical  care  in  all  of  its  aspects 
to  those  he  serves. 

Clearing  House 

In  a  complex  of  the  health  sciences 
such    as    is    present    at    the    Medical 


College  of  Virginia,  a  number  of  post- 
graduate activities  arc  constantly  in 
evidence.  It  is  desirable  that  all  per- 
tinent material  and  talent  be  made 
available  to  develop  timely  and  ef- 
fective programs  of  instruction.  This 
is  particularly  true  in  the  basic  sciences 
and  in  the  research  laboratories;  for  as 
new  advances  occur,  they  must  be 
made  known  to  the  practicing  clini- 
cians as  soon  as  possible.  It  is  also 
important  that  duplication  of  educa- 
tional and  teaching  efforts  be  pre- 
vented. We  act  as  a  clearing  house 
and  attempt  to  be  familiar  with  the 
activities  in  all  departments  and  sec- 
tions of  the  school. 

Lecture  Courses,  Conferences, 
and  Symposiums 

McGuire  Lectures.  Thirty  five  years 
ago  a  lectureship  was  established  in 
honor  of  Dr.  Stuart  McGuire,  former 
chairman  of  the  department  of  surgery 
and  president  of  the  College.  Each 
fall,  these  lectures  have  been  given  by 
outstanding  authorities  in  their  respec- 
tive fields,  and  a  suitable  symposium 
consisting  of  a  two-day  program  has 
been  presented  in  conjunction  with  the 
lectures.  These  have  attracted  num- 
erous physicians  from  far  and  near 
because  of  their  quality  and  breadth  of 
the  programs  offered.  The  next  Mc- 
Guire series  will  be  presented  on  No- 
vember 17-19.  1966.  on  i-Pelvic  and 
Urological  Problems"  and  will  be  given 
in  conjunction  with  the  Society  of 
Pelvic  Surgeons.  It  is  anticipated  that 
these  successful  lectureships  will  be 
continued  with  some  changes  in  their 
format  as  experience  dictates. 

Stoneburner  Lectureship.  In  1948  a 
lectureship  was  established  to  com- 
memorate and  honor  Dr.  Lewis  Tilg- 
ham  Stoneburner.  III.  an  outstanding 
graduate  of  the  school  of  medicine  of 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia.  It 
was  initiated  by  his  officer  colleagues 
of  General  Hospital  45.  the  MCV  "unit 
in  World  War  II.  to  stimulate  others 
to  benefit  from  the  experience  and 
accomplishments  of  this  brilliant  voung 
physician  who  perished  in  the  war 
while  on  a  mission  over  Africa. 

This  has  also  been  a  well  accepted 
two-day  postgraduate  effort  developed 
around  the  lectureship,  and  again  pre- 
senting the  work  of  experts  locallv  and 
nationally  in  their  respective  areas  of 
medicine.  The  last  lectureship  was 
delivered  by  Dr.  Edward  Brandt,  of 
Oklahoma    City,    on    March    31    and 
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Stoneburner  Lectureship.    At  the  podium 
school,  University  of  Oklahoma,  key 

April  1,  1966,  on  "Computers  in 
Medicine"  and  attracted  scientists, 
biostatisticians,  clinicians,  and  others. 
It  was  a  worthwhile  contribution  to 
this  ever  expanding  field  of  electronics 
as  it  pertains  to  medicine. 

Scientific  Assembly.  Each  year  a 
program  of  especial  interest  to  the 
alumni  of  MCV  is  given  in  conjunction 
with  the  graduation  exercises.  The 
faculty  of  each  of  the  schools  presents 
new  and  interesting  work  in  many  of 
their  departments  as  well  as  more  re- 
cent advances  as  they  pertain  to  the 
practicing  clinicians.  This  year  the  as- 
sembly will  be  held  in  the  Porter  Au- 
ditorium on  Friday,  June  3. 

It  is  anticipated  that  other  formal 
courses  and  symposia  will  be  pre- 
sented at  indefinite  intervals,  at  times 
under  the  joint  sponsorship  of  es- 
tablished medical  groups,  both  local 
and  national.  During  1965,  several 
outstanding  postgraduate  courses  have 
been  formulated  and  delivered  at  MCV 
in  conjunction  with  outstanding  na- 
tional organizations.  A  one-week 
course  in  "Basic  Mechanisms  in  In- 
ternal Medicine"  was  presented  for  the 
American  College  of  Physicians  with 
Doctors  W.  T.  Thompson,  Kinloch 
Nelson,  and  Charles  M.  Caravati  as 
directors.  One  hundred  fifty-seven 
internists  were  present  from  thirty- 
seven  states. 

In  cooperation  with  the  American 
College  of  Cardiology,  the  department 
of  medicine  gave  a  two-day  course  at 
MCV  on  November  16  and  17,  1965, 
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is  Dr.  Edward  N.  Brandt,  Jr.,  medical 
speaker  for  the  1966  Lectureship. 

on  "Cardiorespiratory  Physiology  Ap- 
plied to  Clinical  Medicine."  A  large 
number  of  physicians  from  many  states 
were  present. 

The  department  of  radiology  has 
recently  presented  a  postgraduate 
course  on  "Roentgenology  of  the  Ab- 
domen," at  Williamsburg,  Virginia,  on 
March  1-5,  1966;  and  over  one  hun- 
dred radiologists  from  many  states  were 
present. 

A  symposium  on  kidney  disease  was 
given  at  MCV  in  October,  1965,  jointly 
by  the  Virginia  Kidney  Foundation 
and  the  faculty  of  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia.  This  was  the  third  such 
symposium  presented  at  MCV. 

We  are  now  planning  with  our  de- 
partment of  preventive  medicine  and 
the  Richmond  Health   Department   a 


comprehensive  course  for  nurses  and 
other  health  personnel  to  be  held  at 
MCV  from  June  27  to  July  15,  1966. 

Affiliated  Hospital  Program 

Since  its  beginning  in  1945,  this  im- 
portant activity  has  assisted  significantly 
in  improving  and  disseminating  medical 
knowledge  in  the  smaller  communities. 
This  has  been  an  effective  learning 
experience  and  has  graduallv  expanded, 
until  at  present  we  are  servicing  eleven 
hospitals,  (three  in  conjunction  with 
UVA)  from  Abingdon  in  Southwest 
Virginia  to  Nassawadox  on  the  Eastern 
Shore  and  from  Emporia  and  Suffolk 
in  the  South  to  Warrenton  in  Northern 
Virginia. 

Since  1949,  until  recently,  this  effort 
has  been  effectively  directed  and 
stimulated  by  Dr.  Kinloch  Nelson,  the 
dean  of  the  school  of  medicine,  and 
until  January  1  by  Dr.  Hunter  Mc- 
Guire,  Jr. 

At  times  we  assist  these  hospitals 
in  surveying  their  needs  by  sending  a 
record  librarian  to  direct  the  develop- 
ment of  a  record  room  or  a  faculty 
member  from  the  department  of 
clinical  pathology  to  help  organize  and 
plan  for  the  development  or  expansion 
of  the  clinical  laboratory. 

It  should  be  emphasized  that  this  is 
not  a  service  effort  but  an  educational 
one.  Further,  it  is  not  a  one-sided 
effort  but  a  cooperative  effort.  Hope- 
fully, the  affiliated  hospital  staff  gains 
information  from  the  visit;  and  the 
visiting  faculty  member  has  the  op- 
portunity to  see  and  examine  interest- 
ing patients  in  the  environments  of  a 
small  hospital  or  clinic.  Thereby, 
better  insight  into  the  nature  of  medi-

Television.  On  May  4,  1966,  our 
first  program  will  be  broadcast,  origin- 
ating in  Richmond  and  Norfolk  over 
the  educational  TV  systems.  The 
range  of  these  two  stations  is  from  the 
Eastern  Shore  to  Midwest  Virginia. 

Our  first  program  will  be  a  one-hour 
presentation  by  a  panel  of  experts  on 
cardiovascular  disease  on  the  subject 
of  "Angina  Pectoris."  It  is  planned 
to  present  each  topic  twice,  one  week 
apart;  so  that  if  the  viewer  fails  to  see 
the  first  telecast,  he  can  see  it  the 
following  week.  At  present  we  are 
telecasting  already  available,  but  well- 
scrutinized  tapes  not  made  in  our 
studios,  until  we  become  more  pro- 
ficient in  our  techniques  and  have  more 
experience.  It  is  expected  that  we  shall 
shortly  be  telecasting  live  programs 
from  MCV  as  well  as  presenting  tapes 
of  our  teaching  exercises,  such  as 
clinical  pathological  conferences, 
didactic  lectures,  and  grand  rounds. 
A  program  of  these  telecasts  is  sent  to 
all  the  physicians  in  Virginia  as  it  is 
expected  that  the  range  of  the  educa- 
tional TV  stations  will  be  enlarged 
shortly  so  that  soon  the  entire  state 
may  be  covered.

this  Commonwealth. 

In  addition,  these  departments,  to- 
gether with  the  administrative  heads 
of  our  two  medical  colleges  are  pre- 
paring grants  and  acquiring  data  that 
we  may  present  certain  funding 
agencies,  both  governmental  and  pri- 
vate, for  the  purpose  of  acquiring 
available  sources  of  revenue  for  our 
State  to  carry  out  our  present  and 
future  plans.  Further,  this  will  prevent 
duplication  of  effort  in  all  of  our  ac- 
tivities as  well  as  accomplish  our 
educational  goals  more  effectively. 


Municipal,  State,  and  Government 
Agencies.  We  have  active  liaison  with 
our  local  and  State  health  departments 
and  jointly  plan  and  present  programs 
at  indefinite  intervals.  We  are  request- 
ing funds  from  governmental  agencies 
where  they  are  available  in  order  that 
our  medical  schools  may  continue  to 
broaden  their  usefulness  in  health  fields 
and  to  participate  in  certain  programs 
established  by  Congress,  with  the  ex- 
press purpose  of  delivering  better 
medical  care  to  more  of  our  people  and 
to  keep  our  physicians  and  other  health 
personnel  in  constant  awareness  of  the 
newer  advances  as  promptly  as  is 
practical. 

Publications.  At  this  time  we  are 
publishing  a  scientific  journal  at  MCV 
known  as  the  MCV  Quarterly.  Its 
editor  is  Dr.  Sami  Said  of  the  cardio- 
pulmonary section  of  medicine,  and 
while  only  three  issues  have  now  been 
published  it  has  been  enthusiastically 
received  throughout  North  America, 
as  attested  by  the  many  letters  of  com- 
mendation received  from  authorities 
throughout  the  country.  It  has  already 
added  significantly  to  the  prestige  of 
our  school. 

Continuing  Education  Center.  The 
administration  at  MCV  has  been  care- 
fully studying  and  considering  the  ac- 
quisition or  construction  of  suitable 
quarters  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
the  College  to  be  a  geographical  center 
for  all  postgraduate  instruction.  Re- 
alizing the  importance  of  conservation 
of  the  physician's  time  and  that  a  con- 
venient and  comfortable  housing  en- 
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vironment  would  make  learning  more 
attractive  and  meaningful,  it  is  hoped 
that  such  a  center  with  living  quarters, 
restaurant,  auditorium,  lounging  room, 
etc.,  will  be  available  in  the  not  too 
distant  future. 

Audio-Visual  Education  Depart- 
ment. Our  postgraduate  program  for 
physicians  is  dependent  on  the  utiliza- 
tion of  many  techniques  to  make 
teaching  more  effective  and  attractive. 
At  MCV  we  have  an  experienced,  able, 
and  well-equipped  audio-visual  depart- 
ment directed  by  Mr.  Melvin  Shaffer 
to  assist  the  faculty  in  designing,  plan- 
ning, and  preparing  scientific  exhibits 
to  be  shown  at  large  medical  meetings 
or  gatherings.  Many  of  these  have 
received  commendations  of  merit.  This 
department  prepares  slides,  all  types  of 
art  work,  conducts  close  circuit  tele- 
vision, prints  attractive  folders  and 
brochures  as  well  as  many  other  es- 
sentials necessary  for  effective  teaching. 

Fund  Procurement.  A  realistic  and 
quality  program  as  diverse  and  ex- 
tensive as  is  indicated  above  will  re- 
quire the  expenditure  of  considerable 
funds;  and  it  is  hoped  that  adequate 
financing  may  be  acquired  through  the 
generosity  of  the  alumni,  of  interested 
individuals,  industrial  and  other  or- 
ganizations as  well  as  from  federal, 
state,  and  other  governmental  agencies. 

Special  Refresher  Courses.  The  de- 
partment of  anatomy  offers  post- 
graduate courses  of  indefinite  duration 
to  assist  physicians  and  surgeons  in 
preparation  for  taking  their  examina- 
tions for  certification.  These  are  given 
to  individuals  or  groups  and  have  been 
an  effective  review  of  basic  and  com- 
parative anatomy.  At  this  time,  there 
are  four  surgeons  reviewing  for  their 
boards  and  being  instructed  in  funda- 
mental surgical  anatomy  several  hours 
a  week. 

Other  departments  of  the  College 
both  in  the  basic  sciences  and  the 
clinical  branches  offer  similar  oppor- 
tunities upon  request  to  well-qualified 
physicians  and  the  educational  effort 
is  tailored  to  meet  the  specific  need. 

The  goals  enumerated  are  proposed 
as  guidelines  for  future  activities  but 
these  will  be  expanded,  modified,  or 
deleted  as  experience  dictates.  Other 
fields  will  be  explored,  newer  tech- 
niques will  be  studied,  and  more 
modern  methods  will  be  utilized  in 
order  that  MCV  may  meet  its  responsi- 
bilities to  deliver  the  most  up-to-date 
tools  to  the  physicians  of  our  State. 
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They,  in  turn,  will  render  the  highest 
possible  quality  of  medical  care.

Our  new  man  in  this  area 
is  Dr.  Alfred  N.  Martin  who  is  one  of 
the  country's  best  known  authorities 
in  the  field  of  pharmacy  referred  to  as 
physical  pharmacy,  or  applications  of 
physical  chemistry  to  pharmaceutical 
problems.  Doctor  Martin  will  join  the 
staff  July  1.  He  is  the  author  of  the 
first  text  book  in  this  field   and  has 


numerous    publications.     We    are   de- 
lighted to  have  him  join  us.

School  of  Dentistry 

Dear  Alumni: 

Our  school  of  dentistry  is  enjoying 
the  excitement  of  interesting  develop- 
ments. Many  of  these  pertain  to  plans 
for  a  second  building  to  provide  more 
extensive  facilities  for  our  school. 

Our  proposed  Dental  Building  II 
was  awarded  first  priority  by  our  presi- 
dent and  Board  of  Visitors  in  MCV's 
long-range  capital  program  submitted 
to  the  Governor.  On  this  basis  the 
Governor  awarded  us  $50,000  for  pre- 
liminary plans  and  recommended  an 
emergency  appropriation  of  SI, 7 16,- 
000.  The  recent  General  Assembly 
appropriated  the  recommended  sum. 
Subsequently,  we  submitted  a  construc- 
tion grant  application  to  the  U.  S. 
Public  Health  Service  for  a  matching 
sum  of  S2,003,000.  The  National  Ad- 
visory Council  on  Education  for  Health 
Professions  (U.  S.  Public  Health  Serv- 
ice) has  approved  our  construction 
grant  application.  Funding  of  the 
Federal  Government's  grant  is  expected 
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in  time  for  construction  to  begin  next 
fall.  In  the  meantime  working  draw- 
ings are  being  developed  and  equip- 
ment tentatively  selected.  Completion 
of  this  structure  is  currently  scheduled 
for  September,  1968. 

On  completion  of  Dental  Building 
II  we  plan  to  increase  the  size  of  our 
entering  dental  class  from  80  to  100 
students.  In  addition,  we  plan  to  open 
a  school  for  dental  auxiliaries  for  the 
education  and  training  of  dental  assist- 
ants, dental  hygienists,  and  dental 
laboratory  technicians.  We  will  then 
have  a  complete  educational  program 
for  all  members  of  the  dental  team. 
In  addition,  we  look  forward  to  signi- 
ficant expansion  in  research  activities. 

Our  next  entering  class  of  80  first- 
year  students  has  been  selected  from 
approximately  400  applicants.  The 
majority  of  these  students  are  from 
Virginia.  In  addition,  19  are  being 
admitted  under  a  regional  contract  with 
Florida  and  South  Carolina  established 
through  the  Southern  Regional  Educa- 
tion Board.  We  are  afforded  a  sub- 
stantial subsidy  from  these  states  under 
this  contract. 

Our  1966  Homecoming,  held  in 
January,  was  well  attended  and  our 
Williamsburg  Seminar  held  last  month 
enjoyed  a  capacity  enrollment.  Several 
other  continuation  courses  held  during 


the  current  academic  session  were  well 
attended. 

It  would  be  gratifying  to  welcome  a 
large  number  of  alumni  here  for  our 
next  commencement.

School  of  Nursing 

The  school  of  nursing  will  graduate 
forty  senior  students  this  year.  This 
is  the  first  time,  in  some  forty  years, 
that  there  have  been  students  graduat- 
ing from  only  one  program.  The  school 
now  offers  only  the  baccalaureate  de- 
gree program.  The  number  of  grad- 
uates this  year  is  small  because  it 
completes  the  last  group  of  low  en- 
rollment years.  This  class,  also,  was 
one  of  those  admission  groups  placed 
on  a  quota  due  to  needed  facilities  for 
students  in  the  associate  degree  pro- 
gram. 

Enrollment  trends  indicate  a  rapidly 
increasing  number  of  graduates  to  be 
anticipated  in  the  future. 

The  school  of  nursing  received  an 
interesting  recognition  this  year.  The 
American  Nurses'  Association  is  honor- 
ing the  nurse  wives  of  United  States 
Congressmen  at  a  special  luncheon  on 
March  30.  The  MCV  school  of  nurs- 
ing has  been  alerted  to  the  fact  that  it 
is  the  only  school  in  the  country  to 
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have  two  graduates  who  are  wives  of 
United  States  Congressmen.  Mrs. 
Hervey  Machen,  a  graduate  of  the  class 
of  1937,  is  the  wife  of  the  Congress- 
man from  Maryland;  and  Mrs.  Gaylord 
Nelson,  a  graduate  of  the  class  of  1944, 
is  the  wife  of  the  Senator  from  Wis- 
consin, formerly  governor  of  that  state. 

The  American  Nurses'  Association 
initiated  recognition  of  the  nurse  wives 
of  U.  S.  Congressmen  last  year,  when 
there  was  considerable  Congressional 
activity  regarding  health  legislation, 
especially  with  respect  to  nursing.  It 
was  during  last  year's  session  of  Con- 
gress that  funds  were  appropriated  for 
the  Nurse  Training  Act,  Section  II, 
Title  8,  of  the  Public  Health  Service 
Act,  providing  funds  for  nursing  educa- 
tion in  a  variety  of  ways. 

We  are  proud  of  these  alumni  mem- 
bers, of  the  work  they  are  doing  in  as- 
sisting nursing  through  Congressional 
channels,  and  of  this  school  for  achiev- 
ing a  unique  type  of  recognition.
